EDUCATIONAL.—The following letter 
from Piof. McIver, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, to the Chairman of 
the Board of Education of this county 
in reference to the payment of the sala. 


ries ot teachers, the collection of school 
money from Sheriffs, etc., has been 
handed us for publication. The 
letter explains itself : 


OFFICE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
PuBLIc INSTRUCTION, 
Raleigh, May 2d, 1872. 
Chairman County Board of Hducation of 
Wake county. 


| answer to your message, I 


respectfully call your attention to sec- 
tion 9 of the schuol law, ratified Feb- 
ruary 26th, 1873, and section 9 of the 
school law,ratified February 12th , 1872. 

All orders in payment of teachers 
wages for schools taught prior to 
February 26th, 1878, should be signed 
by the School Committee aud counter— 
signed by the Ye i and Secretary 
of the Count¥ Board of Education. 

All orders in payment to teachers 
waves for schools taught since February 
26th, 1873, should be signed by the 
School Committee, and paid by the 
County Treasurer out of the school 
funds apportioned to the townsbip in 
which the school is taught, which ap- 
porticoment the County Board of 
Education should immediately make in 
accordance with the provisivas of sec- 
tion 30 of the school law. 

If the school is taught partly before 
avd partly since the ratification of the 
present law, the order in payment of 
the teachers wages should be signed by 
the school committee and counter- 
signed by the chairman and Secretary 
of the County Board of Education. 

So much of such order as may be in 
payment of services rendered prior to 
February 26th, 1873, should be paid 
out of the general county school funds; 
so much as may ve for services rendered 
since February 26th, 1873, should be 
paid out of the school money appor 
tioned to the township in which the 
school is taught. 

Aliow me io this connection to be 
your attention to your duty, in regar 
to collecting the school money from the 
Sheriff of your county. The Treasurer 
imforms me that not a dollar of the 
School taxes of 1871, (poll taxes) nor a 
dollar of the School taxes of 1872, has 
been paid over to him. 

The people of Wake county have 
paid these taxes, and they are entitled 
to have the public schools for the sup- 
port of which they were levied_and cols 
lected. The people have paid the 


schools, because you donot do your 
duty in compelling the Sheriff to pay 
over. ITunderstand that you are of the 
opinion that the Sheriff paid the taxes 
ot 1871 to the State Treasurer, This 1s 
a mistake. Let me beg you to do your 
duty in regard to this matter.

We publish in full to-day, the opinion 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in regard to the retrospective 


-- features of Homestead laws. 


It is with deep pain, although not 
with surprise, that we here announce 
to the people of North Carolina, that 
the homesteads which have been laid 
off to them against debts contracted 
before the adoption of the present Con- 
stitution are not valid in law, according 
to the opinion of the highest judicial 
tribunal in the land. We regret that it 
is so, but trom this opinion there is no 
appeal. 

A lacge number of the people of 
North Carolina voted for the present 
Constitution because of its Homestead 
provisions, Without that feature, many 
who voted for it would have opposed 
it. While many of its provisions were 
objectionable to them, yet these indi 
viduals were induced to vote for it as a 
whole because they imagined it would 
save to them from the wreck of the war 
a home tor their families.

service. These facts are strong, if not 


overwhelming arguments in favor of the 
superiority of the Germans over the 
Anglo-Saxons in military affairs. 

Bingham’s lecture shows consids 
erable research and ia full of valuable 
and highly interesting information. He 
paid a handsome compliment to Gov. 
Grabam for opening up Japan and es- 
tablishing commercial intercourse be- 
tween that country and the United

It does not appear that these allega- 
tions were denied, and we do not un- 
derstand that there is any controversy 
upon the subject. 

After a full hearing the court affirmed 
the validity of the act in its retrospec- 
tive aspect, and gave judgment against 
the petitioner. The Supreme Court of 
the State affirmed this judgment. 

The first section of 7th article of the 
Constitution of Georgia of 1868 provides 
that “each head of a family, or guar- 
dian, or trustee of a family, or mioor 
children, shail be entitled to a home- 
stead of realty to the value of $2,000 
in specie, and personal property to the 
value ot $1,000 in specie, to be valued 
at the time they are set apart, and no 
court or ministerial officer in this State 
shall ever have jurisdiction or authori- 
ty to enforce any judgment, decree, or 
execution against said property so set 
apart, including such improvement us 
made thereon trom time to time, except 
for tuxes, money borrowed or for tke 
purchase money of the same, and for 
labor done thereon, or material furnish- 
ed there'ur, or removal of incumbrance 
thereon.” 

The first section of the act of the 3rd 
October, 1868, is in the same terms. 

It may well be doubted whether both 
these provisions were not intended to 
be wholly prospective in their effect. 

But as we understand the Supreme 
Court of the State has come to a differ- 
ent conclusion we shall not consider the 
question. 

The statute in force when the judg- 
ment was rendered declared that the 
tollowing property belonging to a debt- 
or who was the bead of a family should 
be exempt from levy and sale (to wit ):

Supreme Court of the United States 
on the Homestead Law. 

At December Term 1872, U. 8. Su- 
preme Court, the following opinion 
was delivered by Mr. Justice Swayne 
in the case of John McK. Guon Plain- 
tilles. Charles F. Barry, Detendent in 
error to tie Supreme Court ct the State 
of Georgia.

SHOCKING BARBARITY IN AFRICA.— 
In reference to the late treaty ratified 
between Bonny and Opedo, on the west 
coast of Africa, a barbarous custom was 
observed on the ist of March. It ap- 
pears that King Ja Ja, of Opodo, sent 
up to Bonny a slave to be killed, asa 
binding ratification of the ireaty lately 
entered into. This custom is called 
chopping Ju ju, and is most horribly 
revolting. The poor victim is first 
marked in a straight line from the 
crown of the head down the front of 
the body with a sharp knife, cutting 
deep into the flesh. He is then held 
by two or three stout fellows, and chop- 
ped in two halves; his entrails are scat- 
tered about, and Ja Ja’s Ju-ju mao, 
taking one balf of the body, throws it 
into the ebbiog tide; the Bonny Ju-ju 
man taking the other half and doiog 
the same. King George of Bonny ens 
deavored to prevent this sacrafice of 
human life, and offered cows instead, 
but gross superstition still reigns para- 
mount there. As an instance of the 
fearfully ignorant state of the natives 
on this paat of the ceast, notwithstand- 
ing the number of missionary establish- 
ments there, this poor man, betore being 
sacrificed, was walking about Bonny 
for three or four days quite indifferent 
as to his fate, though he knew it, blind- 
ly solacing himself with the idea that 
when he met those again who were 
going to kill him now he would do the 
same to them.
